REMAKES. 

Tlie  foregoing  accounts  show  the  expenditures  for  which 
orders  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending 
Jan.  31, 1886. 

They  also  show  an  increase  in  some  departments  over  the 
last  year.  The  sjnall  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury,  com- 
pared  with  last  year,  we  will  explain  in  the  following  manner. 

At  the  town  meeting,  on  March  30,  1885,  it  was  voted  to 
build  a  new  street  leading  from  Railroad  avenue,  and  the  sum 
of  $1,300  was  appropriated.  This  vote  we  thought  to  be  illegal 
and  therefore  did  not  deem  it  best  to  assess  a  tax  for  that  sum  ; 
but  as  the  town  had  voted  in  good  faith,  the  street  was  built 
and  the  money  drawn  from  the  treasury. 

The  large  number  of  fires  during  the  year  caused  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  Fire  Department  to  exceed  the  appropriation  by 
the  sum  of  $1,462  70. 
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The  excess  over  the  appropriation  on  the  highways  was 
due  mainly  to  the  repairs  that  had  to  be  made  on  bridges  and 
culverts. 

The  School  Committee  have  drawn  about  $700  more  than 
the  appropriation,  which  they  will  probably  explain  in  their  re¬ 
port. 

The  number  of  street  lamps  has  increased  during  the  year 
making  that  department  exceed  the  appropriation. 

The  new  valuation  of  the  town,  which  was  made  by  the 
Assessors  in  May  last,  cost  $285  20.  This  sum,  with  the  salary 
of  the  Board  of  Registrars  for  two  years,  has  made  an  increase 
in  the  amount  paid  the  town  officers. 

We  have  recommended  an  increase  in  the  appropriations 
for  town  officers,  sidewalks,  bridges  and  culverts,  street  lamps 
and  printing,  and  a  reduction  on  the  Fire  Department. 

The  sum  of  $164  92  has  been  expended  for  the  prosecution 
of  illegal  sales  of  liquor  during  the  year,  and  we  would  recom¬ 
mend,  that  if  any  money  is  granted  this  year,  that  the  town 
choose  an  agent  whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  en¬ 
tire  matter  and  see  that  the  lawr  is  strictly  enforced. 

The  suit  of  Flanders  vs.  Town  of  Norwood  has  been  de¬ 
cided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  favor  of  the  town. 

We,  have  not  asked  for  any  increase  in  the  appropriation 
for  the  repairs  of  highways,  as  we  think  it  best  to  wait  till  the 
water  works  are  completed. 

The  late  severe  storm  caused  a  great  deal  of  damage  to 
the  bridges  and  culverts.  The  bridge  on  Short  street,  being 
washed  away,  must  be  rebuilt,  and  the  large  culvert  under 
Washington  street,  near  the  high  bridge,  will  have  to  be  relaid 
at  a  large  expense.  Therefore,  we  think  it  advisable  to  ask  for 
a  separate  appropriation  for  bridges  and  culverts. 
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To  the  estimate  we  have  made  for  the  ensuing  year,  must 
"be  added  the.  State  and  County  tax,  which  will  make,  in  round 
numbers,  about  $30,000.  With  the  valuation  of  1885,  to  raise 
this  sum  the  rate  of  tax  will  be  about  $14  50  per  thousand. 
Each  additional  $1,000  voted  will  add  about  fifty  cents  to  this 
rate. 

We  trust  that  the  voters  at  the  March  meeting  will  bear 
these  facts  in  mind,  and  be  careful  in  their  appropriations.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERS  OF  THE 
FIFE  DEPARTMENT, 


To  the  Honorable ,  the  Board  of  Selectmen ,  of  the  Town  of 

Nonvood , 

Gentlemen: — During  the  year  ending  Feb.  1,  1886,  the 
Department  has  been  called  out  to  fires  and  alarms  ten  times, 
as  follows :  — 

April  16,  Sumner  Bagiev’s  woods.  Cause,  unknown. 

April  21,  woods  near  house  of  Silas  Capen.  Cause,  un¬ 
known. 

May  7,  barn  of  Catharine  Readle,  Nahatan  street.  Value 
$400  ;  insured,  $250  ;  insurance  paid,  $250  ;  cause,  unknown. 

May  26,  alarm,  burning  of  tar  at  house  of  John  Smith, 
Day  street.  Cause,  boiling  over  of  tar. 

June  20,  woods  near  house  of  T.  Dollilier,  Nahatan  street. 
Cause  unknown. 

July  8,  dwelling  house  of  Eugene  Sullivan,  Walpole  street. 
Insured,  $1,600  ;  damaged,  $500  ;  insurance  paid,  $500  ;  cause, 
unknown.

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RESERVOIRS. 

The  reservoirs  are  all  in  good  repair,  and  the  introduction 
of  water  in  the  town,  will  doubtless  prevent  any  more  money 
being  expended  on  them. 


HOSE. 

The  Department  now  has  1,500  feet  of  reliable  hose,  and 
450  feet  of  unreliable.  We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of 
1,000  feet,  as  more  hose  will  be  needed  on  hydrants  under  the 
new  svstem.

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We  have  had  more  alarms  and  disastrous  fires  during  th£ 
past  year,  than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  experience  of  the 
Fire  Department,  including  the  car  shop  fire,  which  cost  the 
sum  of  $1,325  of  the  above  amount. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  Fire  Department  the  coming  year. 

The  Fire  Department  has  responded  readily  to  all  calls  for 
their  services,  and  attended  promptly  to  their  duties. 


RE-ORGANIZING  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  introduction  of  water  into  the  town,  and  the  use  of 
hydrants  for  fire  purposes,  will  necessitate  a  change  in  the  Fire 
Department.  As  a  part  of  the  line  of.  pipe  not  having  been 
laid,  and  hydrants  placed,  in  the  district  where  three  fires 
occurred  last  year,  the  Engineers  decided  it  was  best  not  to 
reorganize  the  Fire  Department  at  the  present  time,  but  ex¬ 
tended  the  services  of  the  company  six  months  longer,  during 
which  time  the  lines  will  be  completed.  An  Article  will  be 
placed  in  the  Warrant  for  the  next  town  meeting,  to  see  what 
change,  if  any,  shall  be  made  in  the  Fire  Department,  thus 
bringing  it  before  the  voters  of  the  town  to  make  such  changes 
as  may  seem  proper.  The  Engineers,  after  discussing  the  ques¬ 
tion  thoroughly,  would  make  the  following  suggestions :  that 
the  two  Fire  Companies  be  reduced  to  Hose  Companies  consist¬ 
ing  of  fifteen  men  each  ;  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  to  re¬ 
main  as  it  is  ;  this  would  reduce  the  Fire  Department  from 
ninety-five  men  to  forty-five,  which  would,  in  our  opinion, 
answer  all  purposes  in  the  water  district.  For  fires 
occurring  outside  the  water  district  we  propose  that  one 
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man  be  appointed  with  each  engine  to  keep  it  in  proper  order, 
and  to  take  charge  of  it.  Horses  should  be  engaged  as 
now  to  draw  them  to  fires.  The  two  Hose  Companies,  and 
those  that  could  be  spared  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company, 
would  be  expected  to  work  the  engines,  which  would  provide 
men  enough  for  one  company.  If  both  should  be  needed,  vol¬ 
unteers  could  be  placed  on  them,  to  be  paid  the  same  amount 
an  hour  that  the  firemen  are.  The  volunteer  system  has 
worked  satisfactorily  in  other  towns.  It  is  several  years  since 
a  fire  has  occurred  in  this  district. 


THE  WANTS  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  our  opinion,  to  place  it  in  first-class  condition,  we  would 
propose  the  purchase  of  one  thousand  feet  of  hose.  If  a  fire 
should  occur  opposite  a  hydrant,  in  order  to  bring  two  lines  of 
hose  from  said  hydrant,  one  from  the  right  and  another  from 
the  left,  it  would  take  two  thousand  feet ;  therefore  in  order  to 
use  our  water  supply  to  advantage,  we  must  have  more  hose. 


HOSE  CARRIAGES. 

The  Hose  Carriages  we  have  at  present  are  not  suitable  to 
carry  the  amount  of  hose  needed  at  a  fire,  especially  No.  2,  but 
they  would  answer  for  the  present,  if  express  wagons  were  en¬ 
gaged  to  immediately  bring  the  spare  hose  to  a  fire,  wdiich  could 
be  on  the  grounds  by  the  time  the  Hose  Companies  have  their 
hose  in  position. 
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ENGINE  HOUSES. 

The  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  need  a  suitable  house  to 
place  their  truck  in.  They  are  now  situated  in  a  place  without 
any  conveniences,  not  even  a  place  for  a  fire  ;  and  it  is  also  in 
a  bad  place  to  start  their  truck  to  a  fire.  We  would  propose 
that  a  house  be  built  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  Truck 
and  Hose  Company.  The  Hose  Company  will  need  a  hose- 
tower  fifty  feet  high  to  dry  their  hose  ;  also  No.  2  will  need  one 
attached  to  their  house.  It  is  very  necessary  that  the  hose 
should  be  thoroughly  dried  after  using,  to  prevent  mildew  ;  we 
have  never  yet  lost  a  piece  of  hose  from  mildew, —  some  of  which 
has  been  in  service  since  1861, —  having  given  it  the  best  of 
care.  We  cannot  do  this  with  our  present  accommodations,  and 
the  amount  of  hose  we  will  need  in  the  Fire  Department.  No. 
1  house  needs  a  new  floor,  but  will  answer  for  what  little  No.  1 
engine  may  be  needed.  No.  2  Hose  Company  ought  to  have 
all  the  room  in  No.  2  house  for  their  carriage  and  hose,  and 
No.  2  Engine  should  be  placed  somewhere  near,  if  a  building 
could  be  procured  easy  of  access. 

In  presenting  these  suggestions  to  the  voters  of  the  town, 
the  Engineers  simply  call  their  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
Fire  Department  to  place  it  on  a  first-class  footing.  How 
much,  if  any,  shall  be  accomplished  this  year,  and  how,  we 
leave  to  the  wisdom  and  good  judgment  of  the  voters  of  this 
town. 

In  conclusion,  we  thank  the  town  for  their  hearty  support, 
and  bespeak  their  cordial  co-operation  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS, 


The  financial  statement  of  the  Commissioners  accompanies 
this  report.  It  shows  the  records  of  lots  sold,  and  all  expendi¬ 
tures.  No  appropriation  was  voted  by  the  town  this  year,  and 
consequently  the  fund  on  hand  is  now  reduced  to  $368.57.  AVe 
recommend  an  appropriation  the  coming  year  for  necessary  re¬ 
pairs  upon  the  Hillside  avenue.  The  cemetery  grounds  have 
been  entrusted  to  the  care  of  W.  Allen  Talbot,  of  our  commit¬ 
tee,  who  has  devoted  to  it  personal  and  faithful  attention.  The 
walks  and  avenues  have  been  re-gravelled,  some  new  public  lots 
have  been  dug  over,  and  other  improvements  made  to  render 
the  cemetery  attractive  to  the  friends  of  the  departed. 

With  the  limited  funds  at  disposal  the  work  is  believed  to 
have  been  faithfully  done.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE’S 


REPORT. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

FOR  1885-86. 


The  sum  asked  for  and  voted  by  the  town  at  the  last 
March  meeting  for  the  support  of  schools  was  $8,400. 
The  bills  already  drawn  and  paid,  amount  to  $8,410  45, 
with  something  still  due  Mr.  Atwood  and  two  of  the  lady 
teachers.  The  overdraught  was  caused  by  necessary,  but 
unanticipated  expenditures,  in  the  nature  of  permanent 
improvements.  The  additional  school  in  the  East  build¬ 
ing  has  increased  the  expenses  for  books,  fuel  and  inci¬ 
dentals. 


REPAIRS. 

The  Everett  building  is  old,  and  was  much  out  of  re¬ 
pair.  The  heating  apparatus,  from  long  use  and  that 
general  style  of  treatment  which  school  property  is  too 
apt  to  receive,  was  in  such  condition  as  to  require  $146  51 
to  render  it  safe  and  efficient.  At  the  same  time  the  reci¬ 
tation  rooms  were  more  completely  ventilated,  the  stairs 
rebuilt  and  repaired,  the  hall  floors  relaid  in  part,  and  the 
out-buildings  repaired,  involving  a  carpenter’s  bill  of 
$72  66.  In  addition  to  this,  the  cost  of  the  introduction 
of  water  was  $267  7 5,  a  sum  much  larger  than  the 
committee  anticipated.  But  the  work  appears  to  be  well 
done,  and  the  water  is  a  great  convenience,  affording 
much  satisfaction  and  comfort  to  the  teachers  and  pupils.

In  the  Balch  school  house  a  new  furnace  was  needed, 
as  the  old  one,  having  served  nineteen  years,  was  past 
further  repair.  The  new  furnace  is  of  wrought  iron,  of  the 
Dr.  Pierce  pattern,  a  good  heater,  and  does  as  nearly 
what  we  desire,  as  any  furnace  can  be  expected  to  do  in  a 
building  so  exposed  to  the  winter  winds  as  that  school 
house  is.  The  work  was  done  by  Maker  &  Johnson  of 
this  town,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  committee. 

*  The  cost  of  the  furnace  with  two  additional  flues  and  reg¬ 
isters  carrying  the  heat  to  the  rear  part  of  the  rooms, 
was  $212.  A  new  picket  fence  was  placed  on  two  sides 
of  the  school  yard,  at  an  expense  of  about  $125,  in¬ 
cluding  posts,  painting  and  carpenters’  bills,  the  items  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  selectmen’s  report. 

At  the  East  school  the  furnace  was  found  inadequate 
to  the  heating  of  two  rooms.  The  difficulty  was  obviated 
at  an  expense  to  the  committee  of  $10  50. 

At  the  North  school  no  unusual  repairs  have  been 
called  for.  The  committee  placed  a  light  board  fence 
costing  but  a  few  dollars,  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  for 
the  purpose  of  separating  the  sexes  in  that  part  of  the 
yard.  It  serves  the  purpose  intended,  and  the  teachers 
regard  it  as  a  help  to  order  and  morality.  Near  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  present  term  the  house  came  near  taking 
fire  from  the  overheating  of  the  chimney  near  a  cross-beam 
in  the  stair-way.  By  the  promptness  of  Miss  Jennie  P. 
Baker,  the  primary  teacher,  and  the  vigorous  alacrity  of 
the  janitor,  Mr.  Jarvis  Fairbanks,  the  incipient  blaze  was 
extinguished  before  it  had  gotten  much  force.  It  cost  $28 
to  make  the  repairs  and  put  the  building  in  a  condition  of 
safety  from  any  similar  cause,  which  bill  Mr.  T.  E.  Clary, 
agent  for  the  insurance  company,  promptly  and  wjllingly 
paid. 
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SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

The  expenditure  for  text  books,  stationery,  etc.,  has 
been  about  $100  in  excess  of  the  estimate,  owing  to  the 
new  school  and  the  large  accessions  of  children  to  all  the 
schools,  and  the  fact  that  those  who  left  took  away  their 
own  books,  making  a  deficiency  to  be  supplied  by  the 
town.  We  hope  to  come  within  the  appropriation  for  that 
purpose  the  ensuing  year.  The  books  have  been  care¬ 
fully  used,  and  only  in  one  instance  has  any  serious 
damage  been  reported. 


CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

Miss  Mary  S.  Phillips,  the  assistant  in  the  first  depart¬ 
ment,  resigned  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  Miss  Fanny 
R.  Waterman  was  engaged  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Miss 
Emily  V.  White  left  the  third  department  and  Miss  Helen 
Chandler  was  engaged  to  teach  the  class.  Miss  Louisa 
Rhodes  and  Miss  A.  E.  Park  left  early  in  September  to 
fill  more  lucrative  situations  in  Dedham  ;  Miss  Mary  A. 
Allen  and  Miss  Burnham  are  conducting  these  depart¬ 
ments  at  the  present  time.  Afterwards  two  more  of  our 
teachers  were  invited  by  the  Dedham  Superintendent  to 
leave  us  without  notice.  The  committee  felt  that  they 
must  make  both  a  moral  and  a  pecuniary  effort  to  prevent 
our  schools  from  becoming  training  schools  for  Dedham. 
The  two  teachers  were  retained,  and  said  superintendent 
having  left  Dedham,  we  feel  comparatively  safe  for  the 
present.  Our  teachers  are  doing  good  service,  they  are 
competent  for  their  work,  and  take  a  professional  pride  in 
keeping  up  with  the  times  ;  and  while  we  do  not  pay  as- 
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high  salaries  as  some  larger  and  richer  towns,  we  pay 
more  than  the  average  of  towns  in  the  state.  School 
teaching  is  a  difficult  and  laborious  profession,  and  should 
be  compensated  in  proportion  to  its  importance,  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  the  requisite  talent. 


CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

Our  schools  are  in  as  good  a  condition  as  could  be 
expected  under  existing  circumstances,  though  by  no 
means  up  to  our  ideal  standard.  The  second  and  third 
departments  have  suffered  some  deterioration  by  changes 
of  teachers,  but  they  are  fast  recovering  under  the  present 
incumbents,  Misses  Chandler  and  Burnham.  Any  hin¬ 
drance  in  one  room  retards  all  above  it. 

In  the  first  department,  so  long  as  high  and  grammar 
studies  are  pursued  together,  both  must  suffer.  We 
cannot  expect  the  best  of  either  one  or  the  other. 
The  town  made  a  very  serious  mistake  in  placing  them 
together, —  a  mistake  that  should  be  rectified  by  establish¬ 
ing  a  separate  High  school  in  a  building  by  itself  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  committee  and  teachers  can  command 
no  complete  remedy  until  the  town  shall  see  fit  to  act,  and 
give  the  older  scholars  a  first-class  Grammar,  and  a  sepa¬ 
rate  High  school.  There  is  pressing  need  of  additional 
school  room,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  very  short-time 
before  new  school  buildings  must  be  erected.  There  are 
more  pupils  than  seats  in  the  three  buildings  in  the 
center.  With  ninety  births  a  year,  where  are  the  coming 
five-year-olds  to  be  placed  ?  Two  primary  school  rooms 
'and  a  building  for  the  High  school  would  give  a  temporary 
relief,  and  complete  the  school  system  of  the  town.  This 
will  cost  money,  but  education  is  the  foundation  of  wealth, 
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of  order,  of  true  manhood.  It  ffi'ust  be  had,  cost  what  it 
will,  and  the  citizens  ought  to  move  immediately  to  provide 
for  the  present  and  future  accommodation  of  their  children. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  pressure  of  numbers  does  not  so 
materially  interfere  with  excellent  work  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers.  In  the  higher  departments  the  teaching  may 
be  just  as  good,  but  with  older  pupils  more  personal  force 
and  exertion  are  necessary  to  render  it  effective.  Still,  if 
scholars  were  hungry  for  knowledge,  and  eager  to  learn, 
taking  any  pains  to  remember  what  they  are  taught,  there 
would  be  no  complaints  made  concerning  the  results  of  our 
school  work.  The  two  most  prolific  sources  of  hindrance 
to  genuine  mental  progress,  are  indifference  and  indolence 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  and  meddling  fussiness  on  the 
part  of  certain  parents.  There  are  good  teachers,  good 
text  books,  good  courses  of  study,  but  these,  to  a  large 
number,  are  neutralized  by  the  above  two  obstacles.  They 
are  the  cause  of  truancy,  waste  of  time,  and  false  accusa¬ 
tion.  The  boy  who  hates  to  go  to  school,  and  consequently 
learns  nothing,  throws  all  the  blame  on  his  teacher,  to 
screen  himself.  He  can  learn  if  he  will,  and  no  pupil 
need  suffer  for  lack  of  faithful,  systematic  instruction. 
Self-determination,  backed  up  with  a  little  parental 
urgency,  would  yield  astonishing  results  to  some  who 
now  notice  the  schools  only  to  berate  them.  While  we 
have  not  every  desirable  facility,  still  every  well-disposed 
scholar  can  acquire  arithmetic,  geography,  grammar, 
reading,  writing  and  spelling  in  our  schools  as  well  as 
in  any  others  that  may  be  named.  The  poor  man  need 
not  send  out  of  town  unless  he  chooses  to  do  so.  He 
only  needs  to  put  a  little  more  vim  and  application  into 
his  boy  or  girl  to  be  thoroughly  satisfied  with  home  re¬ 
sults.  There  'are  advantages,  of  course,  in  a  small  school 
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*or  class,  chiefly  that  it  gives  the  teacher  a  greater  per¬ 
sonal  influence  over  each  mind.  But  the  public  schools 
do  not  profess  to  furnish  the  luxuries  of  education  ;  neither 
can  they  provide  capacity  of  mind  nor  the  disposition  to 
learn.  They  do  not  fail,  however,  to  provide  thirty-eight 
'weeks  of  good  substantial  education  to  each  of  the  five 
hundred  school  children  in  the  town  who  see  fit  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 


CONCLUSION. 

Our  report  lays  nothing  new  before  the  citizens,  but 
contains  the  doings  of  your  committee  and  a  presentation 
of  the  present  condition  and  prospects,  and  the  future 
needs  of  the  public  schools.  No  more  important  subject 
can  claim  your  attention.  We  know  you  feel  a  deep  inter¬ 
est  in  this  matter.  We  do  not  distrust  your  wisdom  nor 
your  willingness  to  deal  generously  and  wisely  by  this 
public  trust.

The  committee  have  drawn  up  and  had  printed  a  set 
•of  rules  and  regulations  and  course  of  study  to  be  ob¬ 
served  by  school  officers  and  pupils,  which  they  believe 
will  serve  a  useful  purpose  and  meet  with  your  approval. 
They  are  found  in  the  following  pages. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  THE  BOARD. 


ORGANIZATION. 

1.  — The  committee  shall  meet  for  organization  within 
one  week  after  being  notified  of  their  election. 

2.  —  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
monthly,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
chairman  whenever  he  deems  that  the  interests  of  the 
school  demand  them. 

3.  — The  annual  election  of  teachers  shall  take  place  in 
June,  after  the  close  of  the  third  term,  and  all  teachers 
may  consider  themselves  re-elected  unless  notified  to  the 
contrary. 

4.  — All  school  bills  shall  be  approved  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  selectmen. 

5.  — The  committee  shall  visit  the  schools  once  a  month 
to  satisfy  themselves  of  their  condition,  and  of  the  fitness 
and  fidelty  of  the  teachers  for  their  respective  positions. 

6.  — The  committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  school 
property,  keep  it  in  good  repair,  and  deliver  the  same 
to  their  successors  in  office. 

7.  — They  shall  make  to  the  town  an  annual  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  schools,  and  of  the  school  property 
belonging  fo  the  town. 


REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS. 


1.  — The  school  year  shall  consist  of  thirty-eight  weeks, 
divided  into  three  terms,  so  as  to  allow  at  the  least  two 
weeks  vacation  between  the  fall  and  winter  and  the  winter 
and  spring  terms,  the  first  term  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  in  September,  or  the  Monday  nearest  the  first  of 
September. 

2.  —  School  Hours.  Ail  the  schools  throughout  the 
year  shall  begin  the  morning  session  at  9  o’clock  a.  m., 
and  close  at  12  m.,  with  a -recess  of  fifteen  minutes  in  the 
middle  of  the  session.  In  the  afternoon,  during  the 
winter  months,  the  session  shall  begin  at  1.45  p.  m.,  and 
close  at  3.45  p.  m.,  with  no  recess,  with  the  exception  of 
of  the  primary  departments.  During  the  summer  months 
the  afternoon  sessions  shall  begin  at  2  o’clock  p.  m.,  and 
close  at  4.30  p.  m.,  with  no  recess,  except  to  the  primary 
classes.  On  very  rainy  or  stormy  days  only  one  session 
will  be  required,  from  9  o’clock  a.  m.,  to  1  o’clock  p.  m. 

3.  — Teachers’  Attendance.  Each  school-room  shall 
be  opened  and  the  teacher  present  fifteen  minutes  before 
the  commencement  of  the  session. 

4.  —  The  morning  session  shall  be  opened  with  reading 
from  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment,  and  the 
use  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  and  singing  if  practicable  may 
be  added. 
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5- — All  teachers  must  keep  a  written  order  of  exercises 
to  be  seen  by  the  committee  and  others,  and  to  be  left  in 
the  desk  when  they  leave  the  school. 

6.  —  School  Registers,  &c.  The  teachers  are  required 
to  keep  the  registers  on  the  prescribed  plan, — marking  the 
absences  and  tardiness  daily ,  putting  down  the  names  of 
all  visitors,  the  visits  of  the  members  of  the  committee, 
with  a  list  of  the  regular  and  special  text  books  in  their 
rooms.  They  are  also  required  by  law  to  fill  out  and  hand 
to  the  secretary  the  registers  of  their  schools  before  they 
draw  their  last  month’s  pay.  This  rule  will  be  rigidly  en¬ 
forced. 

7.  —  Teachers  shall  give  careful  attention  to  the  venti- 

* 

lation  and  temperature  of  the  school-rooms,  changing  the 
air  frequently.  They  shall  also  see  that  the  pupils  do 
not  sit  or  stand  in  cramped  and  awkward  positions,  which 
tend  to  produce  deformity  and  ill-health. 

8.  —  It  is  desirable  that  the  teachers  should  send 
monthly  reports  to  the  parents  concerning  the  deport¬ 
ment  and  progress  of  each  pupil,  and  should  hold  frequent 
interviews  with  the  parents  concerning  the  school  habits 
of  their  children. 

9.  —  Pupils  must  not  be  sent  from  one  room  or  school 
to  another  without  an  order  from  the  school  committee. 
Pupifs  moving  into  town  must  report  to  some  member  of 
the  committee  before  they  can  be  received  into  school. 

10.  — All  children  living  in  the  town  and  upwards  of 
five  years  of  age,  and  otherwise  qualified,  shall  be  entitled 
to  attend  the  public  schools. 

11.  — The  teachers  shall  require  written  excuses  from 
parents  for  tardiness  and  absence.  Any  pupil  absent  for 
more  than  ten  days  consecutively  shall  present  a  note  of 
permission  from  some  member  of  the  committee  before 
the  teacher  shall  receive  him  again. 
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12.  — Any  pupil  who  refuses  to  submit  to  proper  dis¬ 
cipline,  or  uses  abusive  and  improper  language  to  a 
teacher,  may  be  sent  home,  and  must  report  in  person 
to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  before  he  can  be  re¬ 
admitted  to  the  school. 

13.  — Every  pupil  must  come  to  school  cleanly  in  per¬ 
son  and  dress,  and  observe  tidy  habits  in  and  about  the 
school  room  and  yard. 

14.  — Teachers  shall  report  the  names  and  residences 
of  truants,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  their  parents 
or  guardians  to  the  truant  officers. 

15.  — Books  and  Studies  Authorized.  The  books 
used  and  studies  pursued  in  all  the  public  schools  shall  be 
such  as  are  authorized  by  the  committee,  and  the  teachers 
shall  not  permit  any  books,  tracts  or  other  publications  to 
be  distributed  or  read  in  the  school-room. 


CARE  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PREMISES. 

16.  —  Teachers  are  to  prescribe  rules  to  be  observed 
in  the  yards  and  about  the  buildings,  and  to  see  that  no 
want  of  decorum  or  lack  of  neatness  is  indulged  by  the 
pupils.  And  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  janitor,  or  of 
any  needed  repairs,  shall  be  reported  to  the  school  com¬ 
mittee. 

1 7.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  janitors  to  have  the 
school-rooms  properly  warmed,  consulting  the  thermom¬ 
eters  in  the  several  rooms  to  see  that  they  are  up  to  68° 
or  70°,  to  take  good  care  of  the  furnaces  and  boilers,  to 
keep  the  cellars  neat  and  properly  ventilated,  to  see  that  all 
the  premises  are  kept  in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  to  look 
after  the  water  pipes,  and  see  that  the  buildings  are  prop- 

secured  at  night.  Also  to  clear  paths  to  the  out 
buildings  in  snowy  weather. 
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1 8. — No  pedlers,  showmen,  book  agents,  or  advertisers 
shall  be  permitted  by  the  teachers  to  enter  the  school¬ 
rooms  or  yards  to  ply  their  business,  or  in  anywise  engage 
the  attention  of  the  pupils. 

19. — Injury  to  School  Property.  Pupils  who  injure 
any  school  property  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  dam¬ 
age  done.  Any  pupil  or  person  who  shall  use  or  write  any 
profane  or  indecent  language,  or  draw  any  obscene  pic¬ 
tures  or  characters  on  any  part  of  the  school  buildings  or 
fences,  or  any  one  who  shall  be  suspected  of  the  same  or 
shall  be  known  or  suspected  of  committing  any  nuisance 
about  the  premises,  shall  be  forthwith  reported  to  the 
school  committee  by  the  principal  of  the  school. 

20.  —  School  books  must  be  accounted  for  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  school  committee  by  the  teacher  at  the  end 
of  each  term.  In  case  of  loss  or  damage  the  book  must 
be  replaced  at  once  by  the  pupil.  Marking  and  defacing 
the  books  must  be  regarded  as  a  serious  offence. 

21.  — Examinations,  &c.  Teachers  shall  require  written 
examinations  in  all  the  schools  above  the  primary  grades 
near  the  close  of  each  term.  Promotions  will  be  governed 
by  the  record  of  these  examinations,  and  no  pupil  who  has 
not  an  average  of  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  can  expect 
promotion. 

22.  — Promotions  shall  take  place  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  school  year,  and  at  no  other  time,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  teacher  and  the  approval 
of  the  committee. 

23.  — Teachers  may,  by  permission  of  the  local  commit¬ 
tee,  visit  other  schools  from  time  to  time,  to  observe 
modes  of  discipline  and  improved  methods  of  teaching 

24.  —  Corporal  punishment  may  be  used  in  extreme 
cases,  but  with  judicious  care,  and  only  after  milder  meas¬ 
ures  have  been  exhausted. 
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25.  — The  teachers  in  all  grades  of  the  schools  shall 
give  each  week  one  oral  lesson  of  not  more  than  thirty 
minutes’  duration,  nor  less  than  fifteen,  on  the  physiologi¬ 
cal  effects  of  alcohol  on  the  human  system,  using  as  a  text 
book  the  author  prescribed  by  the  school  board. 

26.  —  Teachers  contemplating  leaving  their  situation 
are  required  to  give  at  least  two  weeks’  notice  to  the 
chairman  or  secretary  of  the  committee. 

27.  — Teachers  are  not  expected  to  carry  any  work  into- 
the  school-room  except  that  pertaining  to  the  business  of 
teaching. 

28.  — All  teachers  in  the  public  schools  are  required  to 
make  themselves  familiar  with  these  rules  and  regulations, 
to  keep  a  copy  of  the  same  upon  their  desks,  to  acquaint 
the  pupils  with  their  contents,  and  to  see  them  faithfully 
observed. 


Mass.  General  Statutes ,  Chap.  38,  Sec.  10. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  professors  and 
tutors  of  the  University  at  Cambridge,  and  of  the  several 
colleges,  of  all  preceptors  and  teachers  of  academies,  and 
of  all  other  instructors  of  youth,  to  exert  their  best  en¬ 
deavors  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth 
committed  to  their  care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of 
piety  and  justice,  and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth;  love  of 
their  country,  humanity  and  universal  benevolence  ;  so¬ 
briety,  industry  and  frugality;  chastity,  moderation  and 
temperance  ;  and  those  other  virtues  which  are  the  orna¬ 
ment  of  human  society,  and  the  basis  upon  which  a  re¬ 
publican  constitution  is  founded  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  instructors  to  endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as 
their  ages  and  capacities  will  admit,  into  a  clear  under¬ 
standing  of  the  tendency  of  the  above  mentioned  virtues, 
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to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  constitution  and  se¬ 
cure  the  blessings  of  liberty  as  well  as  to  promote  their 
future  happiness ;  and  also  to  point  out  to  them  the  evil 
tendency  of  the  opposite  vices.” 


GENERAL  DIRECTIONS. 


The  following  general  directions  are  so  pertinent  and 
useful  that  we  venture  to  copy  them  from  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  a  neighboring  town,  and  to  commend  them 
to  the  careful  perusal  of  our  own  teachers. 

“Good  behavior”  in  the  public  schools  is  enjoined  by 
the  law  of  the  State,  as  well  as  by  common  sense.  The 
efficiency  of  a  teacher  is  largely  dependent  on  his  success 
in  securing  this ;  and  such  success  will  result  only  from  a 
constant  exhibition  on  his  part  of  the  propriety  of  speech 
and  demeanor,  and  that  uniform  courtesy  and  considera¬ 
tion  for  others,  which  he  should  demand  and  obtain  from 
his  pupils.  He  is  their  guardian  for  a  considerable  part 
of  the  time  allowed  to  personal  guardianship,  and  a  just 
appreciation  of  the  trust  demands  his  untiring  efforts  to 
impress  his  character  upon  his  scholars.  This,  with  the 
ready  sympathy  which  he  should  feel  for  them  in  their 
many  difficulties,  failures,  or  successes,  will,  in  nearly  all 
cases,  accomplish  the  desired  result.  The  sterner  lesson 
of  the  rod  will  rarely  be  necessary. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  room,  exercise ,  and 
posture ,  must  engage  the  teacher’s  constant  and  intelligent 
attention.  A  reasonable  care  will  easily  prevent  the  air 
from  becoming  dangerously  hot,  cold  or  vitiated.  Consid¬ 
erable  changes  in  the  temperature  should  never  be  made 
suddenly,  but  should  be  gradually  effected  by  judicious 


use  of  the  ventilators.  A  decided  draught  through  the 
room  should  not  be  allowed  while  scholars  are  seated  or 
standing  still,  nor  should  the  air  from  an  open  window  beat 
down  on  the  heads  or  backs  of  children  at  their  desks. 
There  should  be  simple  physical  exercises  of  two  or  three 
minutes’  duration,  twice  at  least  in  each  session  in  the 
lower  classes,  and  once  in  the  others.  A  few  well  arranged 
exercises  should  be  taught,  so  that  the  pupils  will  be  able 
to  practice  them  with  precision  and  uniformity,  knowing 
just  what  to  do  without  imitating  the  teacher.  All  sudden 
or  jerking  motions  should  be  avoided.  Sitting,  counting 
aloud  or  singing,  should  seldom,  if  ever,  be  allowed  while 
exercising. 

In  oral  instruction  every  lesson  should  have  a  point, 
and,  with  that  end  in  view,  it  is  to  be  associated  with  the 
subjects  of  study.  The  amount  of  information  does  not 
depend  on  what  the  teacher  gives,  but  on  what  the  scholar 
acquires.  Consequently  “the  oral”  should  not  consist  of 
desultory  conversations  on  each  passing  theme,  but  should 
be  chiefly  employed  to  explain  and  enlarge  upon,  in  an  easy 
and  familiar  manner,  that  which  the  text  books  contain. 
This  method  will  tend  to  a  thorough  assimilation  of  the 
information  given,  and  demonstrate  that  it  is  better  to 
learn  a  few  things  well,  than  many  things  ill.  The  press¬ 
ing  need  of  more  careful  and  earnest  study  makes  it  un¬ 
wise  to  intrude  on  the  time  of  study  by  diffuse  explana¬ 
tions  ;  but  on  every  study  assigned,  the  teacher  should 
give  timely  words  and  suggestions. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


In  the  course  of  study  as  laid  out  in  the  following- 
pages,  and  which  is  open  to  every  pupil,  the  committee 
desire  to  give  special  emphasis  to  the  practical  English 
branches,  such  as  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic, 
geography,  grammar,  bookkeeping  and  drawing.  To  ac¬ 
quire  some  knowledge  of  the  above  is  what  our  schools 
are  for,  and  no  pupil  who  attends  them  six,  seven  or  eight 
years  ought  to  go  out  into  the  world  with  an  intellectual 
outfit  insufficient  for  ordinary  business.  The  prescribed 
course  is  logically  systematic,  and  the  teachers  are  compe¬ 
tent  to  carry  it  out;  and  if  the  scholars  do  their  part,  they 
need  not  leave  school  without  being  tolerably  equipped  for 
the  duties  and  business  of  life.

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Report. 


The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  first 
•annual  report,  containing  an  account  of  the  work  done,  and 
money  expended  under  the  vote  of  the  town,  authorizing  the 
construction  of  public  waterworks. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  give  the  history  of  the  earlier  steps 
of  the  enterprise,  as  the  facts  are  of  such  recent  occurrence  as 
to  be  familiar  to  every  citizen. 

A  copy  of  the  Act  passed  by  the  legislature,  in  answer  to  the 
petition  presented  for  the  same,  is  appended  to  this  report,  and 
reference  to  it  will  show  the  authority  under  which  the  town 
has  undertaken  the  enterprise  of  supplying  its  citizens  with  a 
modern  water  supply. 

This  Act  was  legally  accepted  by  the  town,  in  a  meeting  held 
for  the  purpose,  March  30,  1885,  by  a  vote  of  333  to  101.  At 
this  meeting  the  town  also  voted  to  take  the  water  of  Buck- 
master  Pond,  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $75,000,  and  chose 
J.  Edward  Everett,  George  H.  Morrill,  and  Francis  M.  Baker, 
Commissioners,  for  three,  two  and  one  years,  respectively,  from 
the  next  annual  town  meeting.  Your  Commissioners  duly  met 
and  organized,  with  the  choice  of  J.  E.  Everett,  chairman, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  and  instructed  him  to  have  a  general 
oversight  and  supervision  of  the  work  of  construction. 

Percy  M.  Blake,  Civil  Engineer,  of  Hyde  Park,  Mass.,  was 
engaged  as  engineer,  at  a  salary  of  $2800  until  November  1, 
1885,  and  $250  a  month  after  that  time,  he  to  take  full  charge 
of  the  works,  furnish  specifications  for  contracts,  engineering 
assistants  and  inspectors,  the  Commissioners  being  unfamiliar 
with  the  work  of  construction,  and  not  having  time  to  devote 
to  it.  The  first  proposals  issued  were  for  furnishing  pipe  and 
laying  the  same.  Eleven  bids  were  received,  and  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  J.  T.  Langford,  of  Newton,  Mass.,  for  the 
sum  of  $44,150,  he  to  furnish  gates,  hydrants,  etc.,  also  to 
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remove  300  cubic  yards  of  rock,  any  amount  above  that  to  be 
paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  cubic  yard.  Proposals  for  the 
necessary  pumping  plant  were  received  May  5th  from  the  fol¬

The  contract  for  laying  service  pipes  from  the  street 
mains  to  the  houses,  was  given  to  O.  N.  Bingham,  of  Dedham. 

In  the  settlements  for  land  damage  we  cannot  report  as 
favorably  as  we  would  like.  The  pumping  station  lot  at  the 
pond  wras  purchased  from  Samuel  F.  Allen,  for  the  sum  of 
'-$300.00,  which  we  do  not  consider  an  unreasonable  price  ;  the 
right  to  lay  pipes  through  land  of  same  was  settled  for  $65.00, 
which  sum  also  included  all  claims  for  damage  incident  to,  or 
resulting  from,  taking  and  carrying  water  through  his  property. 
Settlement  with  Mr.  Noyes  has  been  delayed.  The  terms  have 
once  been  agreed  upon,  but  the  papers  are  still  in  the  hands  of 
bis  attorney  awaiting  his  examination.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
•settle  this  claim  without  legal  complications. 

Rights  to  lay  pipes  through  land  of  Francis  Cheney  and 
Lewis  Thompson,  were  obtained  by  paying  $50.00  to  each 
party. 

The  site  for  reservoir,  and  approach  thereto,  required 
about  five  acres  of  land,  of  which,  two  acres  were  purchased  of 
F.  M.  Baker,  for  $100.00.  For  the  three  remaining  acres,  in¬ 
cluding  one  required  for  roadway,  the  Commissioners  offered 
$500.00,  that  being  about  four  times  the  assessors’  valuation, 
and  in  their  judgment  a  fair  and  full  value,  but  the  interested 
parties  demanding  $1,500.00,  the  claim  is  still  unsettled.  A 
small  piece  of  land  required  to  widen  Winter  street,  containing 
one-tenth  of  an  acre,  was  bought  of  Lewis  Guild  for  $25.00. 

Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $75,000.00  were  issued,  as  voted  by 
the  town,  bearing  interest  from  August  1st,  1885,  at  four  per 
cent.  They  were  sold  to  Blake  Brothers  &  Co.,  Boston,  for 
$79/237.50,  bringing  a  premium  of  5t6q57  per  cent,  of  their  face 
Value.  These  bonds  were  issued  in  series,  payable  as  follows  :

The  funds  obtained  from  this  sale  were  deposited  with  the 
New  England  Trust  Co.,  and  the  first  interest  payment,  due 
Feb.  1st,  188G,  has  been  made.  The  $2000.00  appropriated 
by  the  town  for  the  purpose,  has  been  invested  as  a  sinking 
fund,  $1000.00  being  placed  in  the  Dedham  Savings  Bank,  and 
$1000.00  in  the  Suffolk  Savings  Bank,  Boston.  Money  was 
needed  for  use  before  the  funds  for  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
became  available,  but  the  Commissioners,  deeming  it  unwise  to 
issue  these  bonds  before  August  1st,  personally  advanced  be¬ 
tween  $4000.00  and  $5000.00. 

In  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  works.  Owing  to  delay 
in  receiving  the  pipes,  and  the  large  quantity  of  rock  en¬ 
countered,  the  progress  of  the  pipe  laying  was  retarded,  and  the 
contractor  was  unable  to  complete  the  entire  work  at  the  time 
anticipated.  Winter  closing  in,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
suspend  work  on  Nahatan,  Maple  and  Howard  streets  until 
spring,  when  Mr.  Langford  will  complete  his  contract,  and  put 
in  any  extensions  desired,  on  the  same  terms.  Mr.  Langford’s 
work  has  thus  far  proved  satisfactory,  only  one  leak  of  any 
amount  having  been  discovered,  and  that  was  caused  by  a  de¬ 
fective  pipe  and  immediately  remedied.  The  settlement  of 
account  with  Mr.  Langford  up  to  the  present  date,  is  as  shown 
in  the  Engineer’s  certificate,  a  full  copy  of  which  is  here  given.

Reservoir : 

Work  on  the  Reservoir  progressed  with  but  little  delay  and 
was  finished  very  nearly  within  the  time  specified  in  the  con¬ 
tract.  The  site  chosen  was  a  favorable  one,  and  the  nature  of 
the  soil  proved  to  be  very  well  adapted  for  the  purpose  ;  being 
a  clayey  gravel,  impervious  to  water,  the  expense  of  an  es¬ 
pecially  prepared  puddle  lining  was  saved.  Suitable  gravel  for 
concrete  and  bedding  paving  stones  not  being  found  in  the 
vicinity,  some  additional  expense  was  incurred  in  carting  it 
from  the  town  pit.  The  paving  stones  were  furnished  by  the 
Hurricane  Granite  Co.,  Rockland,  Me.  The  work  of  the  con¬ 
tractors  was  done  in  a  very  thorough  manner,  and  was  satis¬ 
factory  to  both  Commissioners  and  Engineer.  Expense  in¬ 
curred  in  building  Reservoir  is  as  follows  :

The  cost  of  extension  of  Winter  street  to  site  of  Reservoir 
was  $794.10.  Part  of  this  bill  properly  belongs  to  Reservoir 
account,  as  the  loam  taken  from  the  road  was  used  in  grading 
around  the  Reservoir. 

The  Pumping  Station  was  built,  according  to  contract,  by  F.

A.  Fales,  at  a  cost  of  $3550.00  ;  other  expenditures  necessary 
to  complete  and  furnish  the  same,  amount  to  $1213.34.  Total 
$4763.34.

Pumping  Plant : 

The  pump,  although  a  good  one,  fails  to  come  up  to  the 
standard,  as  guaranteed  by  the  makers,  in  point  of  economy. 
Another  test  will  be  required  before  further  payment  will  be 
made.  The  Davidson  Company  have  already  received  $4143.22. 
The  contract  price  was  $5350.00,  extra  for  connecting  pipe, 
etc.,  $88.98,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1295.76  unpaid.  Expense 
of  suction  pipe  and  crib,  $502.01  ;  Coal  sheds,  $716.00  ;  En¬ 
gine  and  Boiler  foundations,  $562.70. 

Office  Building : 

The  Commissioners,  requiring  an  office  and  a  place  for  keep¬ 
ing  accounts,  tools  and  service  pipes,  put  up  a  small  building 
at  an  expense  of  $501.71  ;  Safe,  stove,  furniture,  $210.50, 
making  a  total  cost  of  $712.31. 

As  the  Pumping  Station  approached  completion,  the  services 
of  an  engineer  were  required,  and  the  Commissioners  engaged 
George  A.  P.  Bucknam,  at  a  salary  of  $1000.00  a  year.  The 
duties  at  the  present  time  are  not  arduous,  but  a  proper  care  of 
the  machinery  requires  the  daily  attention  of  a  careful  and  com¬ 
petent  man.  He  will  not  only  take  care  of  the  engine,  but  will 
attend  to  all  the  mechanical  duties  connected  with  the  plant, 
and  the  putting  in  such  service  pipes  as  may  be  required  in  the 
future. 

The  Commissioners  finding  the  appropriation  was  be¬ 
coming  exhausted,  and  receiving  no  applications  for  water  in 
either  locality,  deemed  it  advisable,  on  account  of  the  large 
quantities  of  rock  encountered,  to  discontinue  work  on  the 
ends  of  the  lines  on  Washington,  Guild  and  Pleasant  streets. 

Following  this  report  will  be  found  a  balance  sheet  showing 
the  expenditures  and  receipts,  approved  by  the  Auditors.  For 
an  account  of  expenditures  in  detail,  and  the  cost  of  the  various 
parts  of  the  work,  we  refer  to  the  statement  following  the 
balance  sheet. 

The  full  report  of  the  Engineer  is  appended  below,  and 
from  it  will  be  seen  that  $1,100.00  will  be  required  to  meet  pay¬ 
ments  due  on  completion  of  contracts.  There  is  also  an  unsettled 
land  damage,  and  the  Commissioners,  owing  to  the  exhausted 
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state  of  the  treasury,  have  not  as  yet  received  any  compensation 
for  their  services. 

About  $300.00  in  bills  are  still  out,  most  of  them  being 
running  expenses  of  the  Pumping  Station.  About  fifty  houses 
take  water,  but  the  revenue  at  present  to  be  derived  from  them 
is  small,  not  exceeding  $500.00.  We  hope  another  season  the 
receipts  will  be  largely  increased. 

Measures  will  have  to  be  taken  to  provide  means  to  meet 
the  deficiency  in  running  expenses. 

Applications  have  been  received  for  laying  main  pipes 
on  Chapel,  Winter,  Cross,  Railroad  avenue,  Clark  and 
Williams  streets.  We  would  recommend  the  laying  of  pipes 
only  on  streets  where  there  are  applicants  enough  to  guarantee 
the  interest  on  the  cost.  We  advise  the  town  to  adopt  this  rule 
for  its  future  protection.  We  also  recommend  that  the  Town 
Treasurer  be  appointed  treasurer  of  the  Water  Board,  and  that 
all  water  bills  be  paid  by  orders  on  the  treasury,  the  same  as 
other  town  bills. 

Your  Commissioners  would  say,  that  while  they  have  en- 
deavored  to  perform  the  duties  devolving  upon  them  in  a  trust¬ 
worthy  manner,  they  have  been  conviuced  that  they  knew  very 
little  about  water  works  when  they  accepted  the  office,  and  that 
the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  is  largely  due  to  the 
practical  knowledge  of  the  Engineer  and  his  assistants.  It 
gives  us  pleasure  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  faithfulness 
of  Mr.  L.  E.  Hawes,  the  resident  assistant,  who  required  of  the 
contractors  and  workmen  under  his  supervision  a  strict  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  orders  and  plans  of  Mr.  Blake.

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ENGINEER’S  REPORT.

Gentlemen : 

I  present  herewith  a  report  on  the  construction  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Water  Works  during  the  year  1885. 

The  plan  and  source  adopted,  are  those  described  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  dated  February 
6,  1885. 

Water  is  taken  directly  from  Buckmaster  Pond,  and 
pumped  thence  into  a  reservoir  located  on  Bellevue  Heights,  a 
short  distance  from  Highland  Cemetery.  From  this  reservoir 
a  leading  main  conveys  the  water  to  the  distributing  pipes  in 
the  village. 


Beginning  at  the  source  for  a  more  detailed  description, 
there  is  the  usual  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  admission  to 
the  suction  pipe  of  the  pumping  engine,  of  an}7  vegetable 
matter,  floating  refuse,  or  fish.  The  outer  end  of  this  pipe  is 
enclosed  in  a  wooden  crib  resting  on  the  bottom  of  the  pond, 
which  at  that  point  is  fourteen  feet  below  the  surface  of  the 


water.  The  supply  for  the  pumping  engine  passes  into  this 
crib  through  brass  screens,  —  the  finer  having  twenty-four 
meshes  per  inch,  the  coarser  twelve, — which  are  protected 
against  rupture  from  the  outside  by  a  heavy  galvanized  net¬ 
work  firmly  secured  to  the  crib. 

The  Pumping  Station  lot  was  purchased  of  Samuel  F. 
Allen,  and  contains  very  nearly  two  acres.  The  engine  and 
boiler  house  was  built  of  Taunton  brick,  by  Frank  A.  Fales,  of 
Norwood,  from  plans  prepared  by  Ernest  N.  Boyden,  architect, 
Boston.  The  draft  chimney  is  built  with  independent  circular 
core,  twenty-eight  inches  in  diameter,  and  is  sixty-five  feet 
high. 


The  Pumping  Plant  was  furnished  by  the  Davidson  Steam 
Pump  Company,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  consists  of  the 
following  parts  : 
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A  Davidson  compound  condensing  single  pumping  engine 
of  following  dimensions : 

Diameter  of  initial,  or  high  pressure  cylinder,  14  inches.

A  horizontal  iron  boiler,  tubular  pattern,  with  shell,  54  inches 
diameter,  16  feet  long,  having  sixty-eight  three-inch  flues, 
15  feet  long.  The  grate  surface  measures  55x60  inches,  or 
22t9q  square  feet,  and  the  height  of  bridge- wall  above  grates  is 
seventeen  inches,  and  fire  sheet  above  bridge-wall  eight  inches. 
This  boiler  is  set  in  substantial  brick  work,  with  cast-iron 
front,  and  was  made  for  the  Davidson  Company  by  George 
Miles,  of  South  Boston.  The  main  engine  is  provided  with 
ample  air  chamber  and  automatic  air-charging  apparatus. 

The  suction  pipe  is  twelve  inches  in  diameter,  and  the 
forcemain  ten  inches.  The  latter  is  provided  with  a  six  inch 
blow-off  a  short  distance  from  the  building,  by  which  the  water 
pumped  can  be  returned  to  the  pond.  The  waste  water  from 
the  condenser  is  conducted  by  a  pipe  drain  to  the  outlet  of  the 
pond  below  the  waste  way,  and  passes  off  through  the  natural 
channel  of  the  brook.  A  fire  hydrant  has  been  placed  in  the 
yard  near  the  engine  house  for  use  when  required. 

The  floor  of  the  engine  room  is  69T5iy61j  feet  below  high  water 
in  the  reservoir,  and  seven  feet  above  high  water  mark  in  Buck- 
master  pond. 

From  the  pumping  station  the  ten  inch  forcemain  extends 
“across  lots”  through  lands  of  Samuel  F.  Allen  474  feet, 
Nathaniel  Noyes  1739.5  feet,  Francis  Cheney  385.4  feet,  and 
Lewis  Thompson  787.9  feet,  to  a  point  on  Winter  street  at  the 
town  line  ;  thence  through  Winter  street  to  Mrs.  Mathew  Clay’s. 
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house,  where  it  intersects  and  joins  the  leading  main  from  the 
reservoir.  On  this  forcemain  there  are  a  number  of  stop  gates, 
one  hydrant  (beside  the  one  at  the  pumping  station),  and  a  six 
inch  blowr-off  at  the  town  line. 

The  Bellevue  Reservoir,  located  in  part  on  land  purchased 
of  F.  M.  Baker,  and  in  part  on  land  taken  from  the  Clay  es¬ 
tate,  is  built  of  earth,  and  contains,  when  full  to  the  established 
high  water  line,  about  1,400,000  gallons  of  water. 

Its  capacity  for  varying  depths  is  as  follows :

The  dimensions  of  the  reservoir  are  as  follows : 

At  the  bottom  84T80  ft.  x  104t5q  ft. 

“  high  water  mark  126T8^  ft.  x  146T5y  ft. 

“  inside  top  of  embankment  141^  ft.  x  161t5q-  ft. 

Inside  and  outer  slopes  are  one  and  one-half  on  one  ;  width  of 
embankment  on  top,  ten  feet.  The  interior  slopes  are  paved 
with  hand  split  granite  paving  blocks  from  the  quarries  of  the 
Hurricane  Granite  Company,  Rockland,  Maine.  These  blocks 
are  bedded  on  a  six  inch  layer  of  clean  screened  gravel,  free 
from  sand,  and  present  a  smooth  surface,  which  can  be  kept 
clean  and  free  from  the  objectionable  vegetation  which  is  in¬ 
evitably  present  on  rougher  surfaces  submerged  only  a  part  of 
the  time  as  reservoir  banks  are.  The  bottom,  or  floor  of  the 
reservoir  was  covered  with  a  layer  of  concrete  six  inches  thick. 
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The  inlet  and  outlet  pipe  (both  being  one),  is  fourteen 
inches  in  diameter,  and  terminates  in  the  centre  in  a  heavy 
casting,  on  which  at  present  stands  a  coarse  galvanized  cylin¬ 
drical  screen.  If  at  any  time  it  becomes  desirable  to  increase 
the  head  or  pressure,  in  the  distributing  pipes  for  the  purpose 
of  serving  the  high  district  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reservoir  more 
effectively,  an  automatic  standpipe  can  be  erected  on  this  cast¬ 
ing  at  small  expense.  This  reservoir  wras  built  by  Mitchell  & 
Harris,  of  Boston,  and  no  effort  was  spared  to  make  it  trust¬ 
worthy  and  durable.  All  tests  so  far  made  show  it  to  be  per¬ 
fectly  tight. 

A  strip  of  land,  fifty  feet  wide,  leading  from,  and  making 
a  natural  continuation  of  Winter  street,  wras  taken  from  the 
Clay  estate  with  the  reservoir  lot,  and  laid  out  and  graded  for 
an  approach  to  the  reservoir.  The  grading  of  this  avenue  was 
done  by  F.  H.  Hartshorne,  and  the  result  is  a  permanent  street, 
making  available  for  building  purposes,  land  which  is  well 
adapted  for  development  in  this  direction,  and  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  of  little  or  no  value,  owing  to  its  com¬ 
parative  remoteness  from  the  village,  its  inaccessibility,  and  the 
poverty  of  its  soil. 

From  Bellevue  reservoir  a  twelve  inch  leading  main  was 
laid  through  Bellevue  avenue,  Winter  and  Walpole  streets,  to 
the  junction  of  Guild  and  Washington  streets,  which  is  the 
central  point  of  distribution.  Other  mains  have  been  laid  in 
streets  as  given  in  the  table  of  pipes  laid,  appended  to  this 
report. 

Stop  gates  have  been  placed  at  convenient  intervals  and 
important  junctions  on  these  street  mains,  for  shutting  off, 
changing  the  direction  of  circulation,  and  making  repairs. 
Fifty-four  fire  hydrants,  each  competent  to  give  two  fire  streams, 
have  been  set  and  connected  by  six-inch  branch  pipes  with  the 
street  mains. 

All  pipes  laid  are  standard  cast  iron,  coated  to  prevent 
corrosion,  by  the  best  known  process,  and  manufactured 
specially  for  the  town,  by  the  Warren  Foundry  and  Machine 
Company,  of  Phillipsburg,  New  Jersey. 

The  entire  system  of  distribution  piping,  including  fire 
hydrants  and  stop  gates,  was  furnished  and  laid  by  Mr.  John 
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T.  Langford,  of  Newton,  Mass.,  under  a  contract  with  him, 
dated  June  2,  1885. 

The  entire  system  has  been  tested  by  a  direct  pressure 
from  the  pumping  machinery,  and  no  leaks  of  importance  have 
been  developed.  Owing  to  the  difficult  trenching,  and  the 
presence  of  much  ledge  to  be  excavated  by  blasting,  a  small 
part  of  Mr.  Langford’s  contract  remains  to  be  done  in  the 
spring.  A  statement  of  the  amount  of  this  work  will  be  found 
farther  on. 

The  gates  and  hydrants  adopted  are  from  the  works  of  the 
Chapman  Valve  Manufacturing  Co.,  Indian  Orchard,  Mass. 

As  soon  as  the  progress  of  the  work  would  warrant,  a  con¬ 
tract  was  made  with  Mr.  O.  N.  Bingham,  of  Dedham,  Mass., 
for  furnishing  and  laying  the  service  pipes  required  for  the 
season  closing  January  1,  1886,  and  under  this  contract  fifty- 
three  taps  have  been  made  on  the  street  mains,  supplying  water 
to  fifty-five  individual  consumers.  The  thoroughness  of  this 
work  is  so  far  satisfactory,  and  the  fixtures  furnished  by  Mr. 
Bingham  have  been  first-class  in  pattern  and  quality.  The 
service  pipe  used  is  the  kind  known  as  tar-coated  wrought  iron, 
and  while  not  perfect,  is  perhaps  as  good  as  any  kind  of  pipe 
used  for  this  purpose.  The  experience  of  all  water  depart¬ 
ments  shows  that  the  best  kind  of  service  pipe  is  yet  undeter¬ 
mined,  and  that  no  coating,  as  yet  applied  to  pipes  so  small  as. 
those  required  for  this  part  of  the  work,  is  a  perfect  protection 
against  occasional  corrosion,  or  filling  up. 

In  a  few  instances,  applicants  for  water  have  preferred  to 
pay  the  extra  cost  of  heavy  lead  pipe,  which  has  been  furnished 
and  laid  without  recommendation  or  objection. 


QUALITY  TESTS  OF  THE  WORKS. 


As  already  stated,  the  reservoir  has  withstood  the  test  of 
filling  with  water  successfully,  and  no  leakage  has  been  noticed. 
It  is  believed  that  this  part  of  the  works  is  a  permanent  and 
perfect  construction,  and  that  no  repairs  will  be  required,  other 
than  re-seeding  the  outer  slopes  the  coming  season.  After  a 
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healthy  and  uniform  growth  of  grass  roots  is  secured  on  these 
banks,  no  change  of  shape  or  gullying  will  be  possible. 

The  distribution  piping  has  been  tested,  and  found  com¬ 
petent,  as  previously  stated. 

The  pumping  machinery,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract 
usual  in  such  cases,  was  to  perform  its  work  with  a  certain 
minimum  consumption  of  fuel.  This  being  an  important  matter 
to  the  town,  much  care  was  taken  in  securing  a  guarantee  of 
this  result  from  the  manufacturers,  and  it  was  largely  for  the 
reason  that  the  Davidson  Company  promised  an  economy  in 
this  respect  greater  than  other  bidders,  that  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  it. 

The  test  prescribed  by  the  contract  is  as  follows : 

Test  for  Economy. 

“The  engine  shall  be  subjected  to  a  duty-test  in  duration 
not  less  than  twenty-four  (24)  hours,  the  result  to  be  calculated 
under  the  following  formula  :  — 


Vertical  lift  x  weight  of  water  pumped , 

- - - - -  =  Duty. 

pounds  oj  coal  used ,  in  hundreds 

“The  vertical  lift  being  equal  to  the  head  in  feet  indicated 
by  the  pressure  gauge  in  engine  room  when  pumping  into  the 
reservoir  plus  the  vertical  distance  from  centre  of  this  gauge  to 
surface  of  water  in  pond,  with  no  allowance  for  friction  in 
pump  or  pipes  between  gauge  and  pond.  No  allowance  for 
cinders  or  ashes  removed  during  test,  or  remaining  thereafter, 
to  be  made. 

“This  test  shall  be  made  under  the  personal  direction  of 
the  Engineer  of  the  Water  Commissioners.” 


This  test  was  made  in  December  last,  beginning  at  4  p.  m., 
Dec.  28,  and  ending  at  4  p.  m.,  Dec.  29, —  twenty-four  hours. 

It  was  conducted  under  my  general  direction  by  Mr. 
William  C.  Munroe,  mechanical  engineer  and  agent  of  the 
Davidson  Company,  with  the  following  results  : 
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Memoranda  of  the  Duty  Trial  of  the  Davidson  Pumping 
Engine,  made  at  the  Pumping  Station  of  the  Norwood 
Water  Works,  December  28-29 ,  1885 , —  24  hours. 

Note. —  The  boiler  had  been  under  a  steam  pressure  of  not 
less  than  thirty  pounds  for  forty-eight  hours.  The  engine  was 
started  at  8.30  a.  m.,  and  run  at  varying  speed  continuously, 
pumping  through  a  blow-off  until  a  short  time  before  the  record 
was  begun,  when  the  blow-off  was  closed  and  waiter  pumped  to 
the  reservoir  which  had  been  emptied  to  receive  the  water 
pumped  during  the  test.  At  4  p.  m.,  Dec.  28,  Mr.  Munroe 
began  to  record  the  performance  of  the  engine  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  results  :

The  guarantee  of  the  Davidson  Company  being  55,000,000, 
this  result  showed  a  deficiency  of  very  nearly  twenty  per  cent. 
By  your  direction  I  have  duly  notified  the  Company  of  this  re¬ 
sult,  and  requested  that  such  improvements  or  alterations  as 
may  be  required  to  enable  the  engine  to  perform  its  work  with 
the  economy  guaranteed  by  the  contract  be  made  at  once. 
When  this  is  done,  further  tests  wrill  be  made.  The  pumping 
station  is  now  in  charge  of  Mr.  George  A.  P.  Bucknam,  who 
seems  to  me  to  be  especially  well  fitted,  by  his  skill  and  experi¬ 
ence,  for  the  position  of  permanent  engineer.  Provision  has 
been  made  for  keeping  a  detailed  and  systematic  record  of  all 
pumping  done,  the  amount  of  fuel  used,  the  quantity  of  water 
raised  to  the  reservoir,  etc.,  on  blank  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose. 

It  will  be  found  necessary  another  season  to  adopt  and  set 
apart  certain  days  for  pumping,  and  I  have  instructed  Mr. 
Bucknam,  with  your  approval,  to  limit  the  variation  in  water 
level  in  the  reservoir  to  five  feet ;  that  is,  never  to  allow  the 
water  to  fall  lower  than  five  feet  below  high  water  mark.  This 
will  require,  next  summer,  pumping-  twice  a  week,  perhaps  for 
six  hours  a  day. 


CAPACITY  TEST  OF  THE  WORKS. 

This  was  made  on  Saturday,  December  5,  1885,  and  con¬ 
sisted  in  throwing  directly  from  the  hydrants,  by  pressure  from 
the  reservoir,  eight  fire  streams  from  one  inch  to  one  and  one 
quarter  inch  in  diameter.  These  streams  were  delivered  on 
Washington  street,  and  averaged  in  height,  when  thrown  verti¬ 
cally,  about  seventy-two  feet.  Afterwards  a  two  inch  stream 
was  thrown,  by  pumping  pressure,  over  the  top  of  the  spire  of 
the  Baptist  church,  estimated  to  be  about  110  feet  high.  Since 
that  test,  other  hydrants  in  more  remote  parts  of  the  village 
have  been  tested,  and  competent  fire  streams  thrown  on  adja¬ 
cent  buildings.  There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  works  in  controlling  any  incipient  fire. 
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COST  OF  THE  WORKS. 


I  have  prepared  a  sheet  showing  cost  of  the  various  parts, 
of  the  work,  which  is  subjoined  to  this  report.  With,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  it,  you  will  also  find  a  memorandum  of  the  streets  in 
which  pipes  have  been  laid,  and  a  list  of  levels. 

From  the  statement  of  cost  you  will  see  that  the  amount 
expended  to  January  27,  1886,  is  $77,184.

Mr.  Langford  having  agreed  to  furnish  and  lay  any  exten¬ 
sions  desired  for  the  very  reasonable  prices  fixed  by  his  con¬ 
tract  for  last  season,  the  above  estimate  is  more  favorable  than 
could  be  expected  were  the  town  to  ask  for  proposals  at  this 
date  for  the  work.  I  would  recommend,  however,  that  after 
the  original  schedule  of  piping  is  laid,  that  no  extensions 
be  made  except  under  a  reasonable  guarantee  of  water  rates 
from  property  owners  whose  estates  would  be  benefited 
thereby. 
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I  am  largely  indebted  for  whatever  success  has  attended 
the  prosecution  of  this  work,  to  the  kind  and  hearty  support 
given  by  your  Board,  and  to  the  skill  and  faithfulness  of  Mr. 
L.  E.  Hawes,  assistant  engineer.  I  believe  your  town  is  now 
in  possession  of  a  system  of  water  works  equal  to  all  reasonable 
demands  for  many  years  to  come.

LAWS  AND  RESOLVES. 


[Chapter  82.] 

An  Act  to  supply  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  Water. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc;,  as  follows: 

Sect.  1 .  The  Town  of  Norwood  may  supply  itself  and  its 
inhabitants  with  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for 
•  domestic  and  other  purposes ;  may  establish  fountains  and 
hydrants,  re-locate  or  discontinue  the  same  ;  may  regulate  the 
use  of  such  water,  and  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  for  the 
use  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  town  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  may  take, 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold  the  waters  of  Buckmaster 
Pond  and  of  Foundry  or  Colburn’s  Brook,  in  the  Town  of  Dedham, 
and  the  waters  which  flow  into  and  from  the  same,  together 
with  any  water  rights  connected  therewith,  and  also  all  lands, 
rights  of  way  and  easements  necessary  for  holding  and  preserv¬ 
ing  such  water,  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  said 
Town  of  Norwood,  and  may  erect  on  the  land  thus  taken  or 
held  proper  dams,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other  structures,  and 
may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery,  and 
provide  such  other  means  and  appliances  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effec¬ 
tive  water  works  ;  and  may  construct  and  lav  down  conduits, 
pipes  and  other  works  under  or  over  any  lands,  water  courses, 
railroads  or  public  or  private  ways,  and  along  any  such  way  in 
such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same  ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing  such 
conduits,  pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of 
this  Act,  said  town  may  dig  up  any  such  lands,  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  anv 
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such  ways  are  situated,  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  such 
ways,  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to  public 
travel  on  such  ways. 


Sect.  3.  The  said  town  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the 
taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  way,  water  rights,  water  sources 
or  easements  as  aforesaid,  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  file  and 
cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county 
within  which  such  lands  or  other  property  are  situated,  a  de¬ 
scription  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for  identification,  with  a 
statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  were  taken,  signed 
by  the  Water  Commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  town  shall  pay  all  damages  sustained 
by  any  person  or  corporation  in  property  by  the  taking  of  any 
land,  right  of  way,  water,  water  source,  water  right  or  easement, 
or  by  any  other  thing  done  by  said  town  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act.  Any  person  or  corporation  sustaining  damages  as 
aforesaid  under  this  Act  who  fails  to  agree  with  said  town  as 
to  the  amount  of  damages  sustained,  may  have  the  damages 
assessed  and  determined  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  when 
land  is  taken  for  the  laying  out  of  highways,  on  application  at 
any  time  within  the  period  of  three  years  from  the  taking  of 
such  land  or  other  property,  or  the  doing  of  other  injury  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act ;  but  no  such  application  shall  be 
made  after  the  expiration  of  said  three  years.  No  application 
for  assessment  of  damages  shall  be  made  for  the  taking  of 
any  water,  water  right,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  until  the 
water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  bv  said  town  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  town  may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  necessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act,  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds,  notes,  or 
scrip,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  ;  such  bonds,  notes  and  scrip  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words  “Norwood  Water  Loan;”  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  at  the  expiration  of  periods  not  exceeeding  thirty  years 
from  the  date  of  issue  ;  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi-annu¬ 
ally,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town,  and  be  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  Water  Commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for. 
The  said  town  may  sell  such  securities  at  public  or  private  sale, 
or  pledge  the  same  for  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem  proper. 
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The  said  town  shall  provide,  at  the  time  of  contracting  said 
loan,  for  the  establishment  of  a  sinking  fund,  and  shall  annu¬ 
ally  contribute  to  such  a  fund  a  sum  sufficient,  with  the  accumu- 
lations  thereof,  to  pay  the  principal  of  said  loan  at  maturity. 
The  said  sinking  fund  shall  remain  inviolate  and  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  said  loan,  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  town  instead  of  establishing  a  sinking 
fund  may,  at  the  time  of  authorizing  said  loan,  provide  for  the 
payment  thereof  in  such  annual  proportionate  payments  'as  will 
extinguish  the  same  within  the  time  prescribed  in  this  Act ;  and 
when  such  vote  has  been  passed,  the  amount  required  thereby 
shall  without  further  vote  be  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  said 
town  in  each  year  thereafter,  until  the  debt'  incurred  by  said 
loan  shall  be  extinguished,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes 
are  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  Section  thirty-four  of  Chap¬ 
ter  eleven  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Sect.  7.  The  return  required  by  Section  ninety-one  of 
Chapter  eleven  of  the  Public  Statutes  shall  state  the  amount  of 
any  sinking  fund  established  under  .this  act,  and  if  none  is 
established  whether  action  has  been  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  and  the  amounts  raised 
and  applied  thereunder  for  the  current  year. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  town  shall  raise  annually  bv  taxation 

«/ 

a  sum  which,  with  the  income  derived  from  the  water  rates,  will 
be  sufficient  to  pay  the  current  annual  expenses  of  operating  its 
water  works,  and  the  interest  as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds,  notes 
and  scrip  issued  as  aforesaid  by  said  town,  and  to  make  such 
contributions  to  the  sinking  fund  and  payments  on  the  principal 
as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  town  may  contract  with  the  Dedham 
Water  Company  for  a  supply  of  water  necessary  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Act,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
said  town  and  said  corporation  ;  and  said  Dedham  Water  Com¬ 
pany  is  authorized  to  contract  for  and  furnish,  from  its  water 
supply,  water  to  said  town,  and  to  make  the  necessary  connec¬ 
tions  of  its  conduits  or  pipes  with  the  conduits  or  pipes  of  the 
said  town :  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  compel  the  said  corporation  to  make  such  connec¬ 
tions  or  to  furnish  said  water. 
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Sect.  10.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  pol¬ 
lutes  or  diverts  any  of  the  waters  taken  or  held  under  this 
Act,  or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned, 
held  or  used  by  said  town  under  the  authority  and  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  town  three  times 
the  amount  of  damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  tort ;  and  upon  conviction  of  either  of  the  above 
wilful  or  wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  line  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

Sect.  11.  The  said  town  shall,  after  its  acceptance  of 
this  Act,  at  a  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  elect  bv 
ballot  three  persons  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration 
of  three  years,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  next  succeeding 
annual  town  meeting,  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  ;  and  at  each  annual  town  meeting  thereafter,  one  such 
Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  All  the  authority  granted  to  the  said  town  by  this  Act, 
and  not  otherwise  specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in 
said  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  how- 
ever,  to  such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  said  town 
may  impose  by  its  vote  ;  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  sinking  fund  herein  provided  for,  and  a  majority  of 
said  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business  relative  both  to  the  water  works  and  to  the 
sinking  fund.  Any  vacancy  occuring  in  said  board  from  any 
cause  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by 
said  town  at  any  legal  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

Sect.  12.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  voters  of  said  town,  present  and 
voting  thereon  at  a  legal  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
within  three  years  from  its  passage  ;  but  the  number  of  meet¬ 
ings  so  called  in  anv  vear  shall  not  exceed  three.

MEASURED  WATER. 

Where  water  is  measured  the  consumers  must  provide  and  keep  in 
repair  at  his  expense,  a  meter  of  a  pattern  approved  by  the  Water 
Commissioners.  Where  a  meter  is  put  in  for  the  purpose  of  measur¬ 
ing  the  water  used  by  the  consumer,  a  minimum  water  rate  to  be  paid 
in  advance  will  be  charged,  which  will  cover  the  cost  of  a  certain  yearly 
quantity  of  water,  and  all  water  drawn  in  excess  of  such  quantity  shall 
be  paid  for  by  the  thousand  gallons. 

Where  a  meter  is  put  in  for  the  above  purpose,  the  minimum 
annual  rate  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  ten  dollars. 

METER  RATES. 

A  consumer  using  not  more  tha7i  100,000  gallons  of  water  per 
annum,  shall  pay  (semi-annually  in  advance)  a  minimum  annual  rate 
of  ten  dollars,  which  payment  shall  entitle  him  to  use  forty  thousand 
gallons  of  water  per  year  for  one  year,  and  thirty  cents  for  each  and 
every  thousand  gallons  of  water  drawn  in  excess  of  this  quantity. 

A  consumer  using  more  than  100,000  and  less  than  500,000  gallons 
of  water  per  annum,  shall  pay  (semi-annually  in  advance)  a  minimum 
annual  rate  of  twenty  dollars,  which  payment  shall  entitle  him  to  use 
one  hundred  thousand  gallons  of  water  per  year  for  one  year,  and 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  and  every  thousand  gallons  of  water  drawn 
in  excess  of  this  quantity. 

A  consumer  using  more  than  500,000  gallons  of  water  per  annum, 
shall  pay  (semi-annually  in  advance)  a  minimum  annual  rate  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  which  payment  shall  entitle  him  to  use  five  hundred 
thousand  gallons  of  water  per  year  for  one  year,  and  twenty  cents  for 
each  and  every  thousand  gallons  of  water  drawn  in  excess  of  this 
quantity. 


REGULATIONS  OF  THE  NORWOOD  WATER  WORKS. 


The  following  regulations,  until  further  notice,  shall  be  considered 
a  part  of  the  contract  with  every  person  who  uses  water : 

1.  — All  applications  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made  at  the  office 
of  the  Water  Commissioners,  and  state  fully  the  purposes  for  which  it 
is  intended  to  be  used. 

2.  — All  persons  using  water  must  furnish  pipes,  connections  and 
all  fixtures,  and  keep  them  in  good  repair  and  protected  from  frost  at 
their  own  expense,  and  the  Commissioners  will  not  be  liable  for  any 
damage  resulting  from  a  failure  to  do  so.  No  person  will  be  permitted 
to  insert  or  cause  to  be  inserted,  any  faucet  in  any  water  pipe  or  con¬ 
nect  any  service  pipe  for  conveying  water  from  any  of  the  main  or  dis¬ 
tributing  pipes  to  any  house,  building  or  manufactory,  or  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  whatever,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Works;  nor  shall  any  addition  to,  or  alteration  of,  any  water 
pipe  or  faucet  be  made  without  such  written  permission. 

3.  — The  water  must  in  no  case  be  left  running  to  prevent  freezing 
or  for  other  purposes,  without  the  permission  of  the  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  or  their  duly  authorized  agent. 

4.  —  Schedule  water  rates  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  semi-annually  in  advance,  beginning  at  such  time  as  the 
water  may  be  let  on,  of  which  notice  will  be  hereafter  given.  Meter 
rates  shall  be  payable  quarterly. 

5.  — When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than  one  party  through  a 
single  tap,  the  "water  may  be  shut  off  in  case  of  non-payment  of  either 
party,  notwithstanding  one  or  more  of  the  parties  may  have  paid  his 
or  their  amount  due. 

6.  —  Owners  of  premises  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  water 
rents  of  their  tenants. 

7.  — No  water  taker  shall  supply  water  to  parties  not  entitled  to  its 
use  except  by  written  permit. 

8.  — All  apparatus  and  places  supplied  with  water  must  be  accessible 
at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Commissioners  or  their  agent,  and 
all  pipes  and  fixtures  shall  be  subject  to  rejection  by  said  Board  if  con- 
considered  unsuitable  for  the  purpose. 

9.  — Water  will  be  furnished  for  external  fire  protection  free  of 
charge,  but  no  one  will  be  allowed  to  use  water  through  fire  hydrants 
or  pipes  for  any  other  purpose,  except  upon  a  written  permit  from  the 
Board  of  Commissioners. 

10.  — The  Commissioners  reserve  the  right  to  restrict  the  use  of 
hose  or  fountains,  to  shut  oft'  the  water  in  all  cases  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  make  extensions  or  repairs,  or  for  violation  of  anv  of  the 
regulations ;  or  to  put  in  meters  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the 
quantity  of  water  used.
